A mad search for gold high in 
the Mexican mountains serves 
as the plot in Humphrey Bo- 
gart’s newest Warner Bros. 
drama, “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” due Friday at _ the 
Strand Theatre. Others im- 
portant in this fast-driving ac- 
tion picture are: Walter Hus- 
ton, Tim Holt, Bruce Bennett, 
Barton MacLane and Alfonso 
Bedoya. John Huston wrote and 
directed the film. 

Henry Blanke, producer of 
“Treasure of Sierra Madre,” 
from the novel by B. Traven, 
has paid the author the highest 
possible compliment.

John Huston, director and 
screenplay writer of Warner 
Bros.’ sensational film, “Treas- 
ure of Sierra Madre,” also ap- 
pears in the picture.

What does a Mexican film 
worker look for first after a 
hard day’s work? Is it a drink? 
A bath? Dinner? 

Humphrey Bogart, who com- 
pleted two months’ location for 
“Treasure of Sierra Madre” for 
Warner Bros. in the interior of 
Mexico, and who worked with 
hundreds of Mexican technicians 
during that time, says none of 
these things are uppermost in 
their minds. 

“When a Mexican sound man, 
cameraman, assistant director 
or prop man finishes a hard day 
on location, his first thought,” 
says Bogart, “is of music. Be- 
fore he bathes, takes a drink or 
even looks at a girl, he’s grabbed 
the nearest guitar and, with 
three or four of his fellow-work- 
ers, he’s started on a song-fest. 

“They play and sing rumbas, 
popular tunes, old songs, patri- 
otic numbers or their own union 
songs, but they always have 
their music before anything 
else. To me it’s sort of wonder- 
ful. They are the happiest, most 
child-like and often the saddest 
people on the face of the earth. 
I love ’em.” 

The entire American crew as- 
signed to Warner Bros.’ “Treas- 
ure of Sierra Madre” opening 
Friday at the Strand Theatre, 
was high in praise not only of 
the Mexicans’ work but their 
esprit de corps as well.

Hard-Fisted Film, 


‘Treasure of Sierra Madre,’ Here 


Tense, undiluted drama throbs 
in Warner Bros.’ newest hard- 
fisted offering, “Treasure of 
Sierra Madre,” starring Hum- 
phrey Bogart with Walter 
Huston, Tim Holt and Bruce 
Bennett, which premiered locally 
last night at the Strand Thea- 
tre. For real dramatic fare, 
nothing like this entertainment 
has ever been seen before. 

The film is realistic to the nth 
degree, with all the perform- 
ers completely submerged be- 
neath their rugged characters, 
and telling of man’s pursuit of 
gold. This drama, adapted from 
the novel of the same name by 
B. Traven, is shot against a 
vivid panorama of hinterland 
Mexico. Scenically, it has a wild 
beauty. Dramatically, it is grip- 
ping. 

Briefly, “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre” is the story of three 
Americans, all stranded in 


Tampico, who set out to strike 
it rich. They meet in a flop- 
house, pool their lottery win- 
nings, and head for the hills. 
After the gold dust begins pil- 
ing up, greed and_ distrust 
creeps in until there is gun- 
play. Finally Dobbs (Humphrey 
Bogart) goes it alone with all 
the treasure, but the trip back 
to civilization turns into a 
nightmare of trouble. 

John Huston’s direction is 
masterful and exacts much out 
of the story which reveals man’s 
frailties. Ted McCord’s photog- 
raphy is excellent in capturing 
the raw beauty of Mexico. The 
natural appeal of the natives 
who filter through the drama 
also adds effectively to the fin- 
ished production. Bogart injects 
a bite into his assignment which 
is very impressive. ‘Treasure 
of Sierra Madre” is not to be 
missed by anyone.

Mexican villagers, farmers 
and peons in the vicinity of 
Jungapeo, Mexico, were pretty 
sure the world had come to an 
end that night. 

Suddenly, without the least 
warning, the forest surround- 
ing their tiny hamlet blazed into 
bright daylight as giant studio 
arcs painted the countryside and 
peaceful skies with more than 
10,000 candlelight of flat, white 
illumination. 

Cause for the sudden lighting 
of the skies was Warner Bros.’ 
“Treasure of Sierra Madre” 
company, during location in 
Mexico’s interior with Hum- 
phrey Bogast, Walter Huston 
and Tim Holt in stellar roles. 

Mexican crewmen literally 
blazed their way through the 
dense jungle to admit the gen- 
erator trucks, camera cars and 
trucks loaded down with props, 
studio equipment and sundry 
gear, Later came the stars them- 
selves, with John Huston, direc- 
tor, his wife Evelyn Keyes and 
Mrs. Bogart, Lauren Bacall, in- 
cluded in the party. 

As studio workers from Hol- 
lywood, augmented by a Mexi- 
can crew of supplementary 
crewmen began preparing for 
the first shot, literally hundreds 
of serape-clad peons took up 
their night watch in quiet, 
peaceful groups well out of cam- 
era range. 

With all justice to Humphrey 
Bogart and the other Hollywood 
celebrities, it wasn’t their pres- 
ence that awed the natives. 
Rather it was that light, that 
brighter than daylight flood of 
illumination making even the 
tallest ziranda trees jump into 
instant relief, which accounted 
for their reverent silence. Nev- 
er before in their lives had they 
seen such a spectacle and never 
again would they. For this was 
strictly wonderful stuff, straight 
out of The Arabian Nights, or 
its Mexican equivalent.

FATHER-SON DUOS 
IN WARNER DRAMA 


When “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” the Humphrey Bogart, 
Walter Huston, Bruce Bennett 
and Tim Holt starring picture 
opens Friday at the Strand 
Theatre, you will be seeing what 
amounts to a family affair—or 
at least a father-and-son work- 
ing arrangement. 

Two sets of fathers-and-sons 
are either in or connected with 
the Warner Bros. film. They are 
Walter and John Huston and 
Tim and Jack Holt. For John 
and Tim “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre” is definitely a “life 
with father” deal. 

John Huston not only wrote 
the screenplay from the novel 
by B. Traven, he is also direct- 
ing the picture. His father Wal- 
ter is one of its stars. Tim Holt, 
also starred in the picture, pre- 
vailed on his best friend, his 
dad, Jack Holt, to take a small 
role in the film. And just to 
show his dad that he could act, 
too, John himself took a small 
part.

Says Bogart: “I feel like an 
orphan in the picture.” 

You have to look very closely 
to catch Jack Holt for a minute.

TIM HOLT LIKES 
‘DATERS’ ABOVE 
SOCIETY MOVIES 


“Let them who will charm 
the bobby-soxers and the big 
romancers in motion pictures; 
me, I’ll stick to cowboy roles,” 
so says Tim Holt, co-starring 
with Humphrey Bogart in War- 
ner Bros.’ rugged Tampico 
drama, “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” due to open next Fri- 
day at the Strand Theatre. 

“Except for rare loan-outs 
like the present, when I’m privi- 
leged to appear with stars like 
Bogart and Walter Huston, I’m 
quite content to stick to the 
‘oaters’, for they make very re- 
liable work. 

“We don’t shoot much time 
or money into my little pictures 
(the Zane Grey series) but 
we’re sure of their audience— 
mainly kids—and play straight 
to it. We usually turn out a pic- 
ture in 14 days (as opposed to 
several months for an ‘A’ job) 
and when we’re pinched for 
time, as just before I went into 
the army, we can turn out six 
of them in 54 days, or nine days 
to a picture. 

“The nicest thing about my 
type of pictures is that my audi- 
ences change every five to seven 
years. By then an entirely new 
crop of kids has come along and 
we can start our string of 
stories all over again. 

“My wardrobe is always the 
same: a dirty shirt, blue jeans 
and an old hat. That’s the out- 
fit I wear in ‘Treasure of 
Sierra Madre’ with Bogey, too, 
and that’s why I feel at home 
at Warners. I may not be a 
cowboy in this one but I’m a guy 
on the bum, which is just as 
comfortable as far as wardrobe 
goes. 

“My dad, Jack Holt, played 
all kinds of roles; slickers, so- 
ciety guys, secret service opera- 
tives and anything else that 
came along, but I guess it’s just 
cowboys for me. Which is okay 
by yours truly. I’ve got a big 
ranch at Victorville and a bank 
balance that says it’s okay.

“Burros,” he offered, “don’t 
drink water unless they’re near- 
ly dying of thirst. And they like 
to drink from running water, 
like a stream. Why not just let 
them wander off during this 
scene?” 

Which proved to be an excel- 
lent idea and the way they 
finally shot it. As Bogart sum- 
med it up: “After all, who am 
I to argue with a burro?” 


Walter Huston 
A Good ‘Amigo’ 


Largely because of his age 
but also because of his constant 
good humor, the Mexican crew, 
which was attached to Warners’ 
“Treasure of Sierra Madre,” on 
location at San Jose Purua, 
Mexico, voted Walter Huston 
“America’s greatest trouper.” 
Huston, pere, (his son John 
directed the picture) scrambled 
up trails and ravines like a 
mountain goat, and although the 
location was admittedly hard on 
him, won the admiration of 
Mexican cameramen, _ grips, 
prop men and others. 


Gold Trek In Warner Film 
Plotted In Low-Down Dive 


Anyone who has_ perchance 
been in a cheap Mexican flop- 
house would recognize, instant- 
ly, the low-ceilinged, dimly 
lighted set built by Warner 
Bros. studios for a sequence of 
the new Humphrey Bogart pic- 
ture, “Treasure of Sierra Mad- 
re” which opens Friday at the 
Strand Theatre. 

The extras and bit players 
gathered by Director John Hus- 
ton to populate this disrepu- 
table “hotel” were as_ sorry- 
looking as their surroundings. 
Made up mostly of older men, 
more than half of them bearded, 
all in crumpled, nondescript 
clothing, each member of the 
company was personally in- 
spected and passed upon by Hus- 
ton himself. 

The Mexican “flophouse” on 
the Warner lot is the result of 
Huston’s photographic memory 
from past trips to Mexico and 
his ability to speak word pic- 
tures to the art director, John 
Hughes. Bowe 

All details had been carefully 
_worked out before Huston moved 
the company to the big set for 


the two or three days filming 
time involved there. Walter 
Huston’s rambling account of 
the jobs and tribulations of 
prospecting for gold to the in- 
mates of the flophouse, was to 
furnish the impetus of the en- 
tire picture to follow. 

Satisfied with the setting for 
one of his crucial scenes, Direc- 
tor Huston listened carefully 
while his father rattled away 
with his lines. Then he waved 
an arm and, at that agreed sig- 
nal, Humphrey Bogart and Tim 
Holt, bearded and dirty, came 
through the door and threaded 
their way to cots near enough 
to Walter Huston to hear the 
tale he was telling of the treas- 
ure of the Sierra Madre. 

With that scene out of the 
way the company packed up 
and headed for Mexico proper. 
The flophouse could be dupli- 
cated at the studio and filmed 
there more realistically than at 
the original one which supplied 
Huston with his sketches. But 
the remainder of the picture, 
for the most part, was filmed 
“below the border.”

When Kids See Bugs Bunny 


A miracle—Hollywood fash- 
ion—took place recently in the 
rocky fastness of Mexico’s Sier- 
ra Madre mountains . 

There was no saint involved 
this time; nothing sacred, noth- 
ing holy, unless you call the 
laughter of little children holy. 

The cause of it all was Hum- 
phrey Bogart, the big bad man 
of the cinema. The end result, 
happiness, where precious little 
happiness is found. 

Bogart was on location near 
San Jose Purua for Warner 
Bros.” “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” due next Friday at. the 
Strand Theatre. All in all he 
was having a pretty good time 
of it. But one thing marred his 
visit to that neighboring coun- 
try: the dolorous condition of 
the younger people there. 


Something, he decided, would 
have to be done to make them 
laugh.

Their first shyness 
overcome, the kids of Jungapeo 
and Chichimequillas hooted and 
shouted and forgot themselves 
at least for one glorious night. 


NATIVE MEXICANS 
OUTDO HOLLYWOOD 


Two-hundred natives of Jung- 
apeo, Mex., turned professional 
to don greasepaint for Warner 
Bros.’ “Treasure of Sierra Mad- 
re” in the mountainous interior 
of Mexico. This film, which 
stars Humphrey Bogart, is the 
Strand’s next attraction due on 
Friday. 

Working under the direction 
of John Huston, the natives 
served as atmosphere in a long, 
key-sequence with Walter Hus- 
ton for three all-night sessions. 

Natural actors, the _ peons, 
mostly Indians, were paid ten 
pesos each night for their serv- 
ices, which mostly amounted to 
standing in attentive silence 
while Huston, pere, resuscitated 
an Indian boy supposedly near 
death from drowning. 

Completely awed with the 
transformation of their little 
village, refurbished with fresh 
palms and flooded with thou- 
sands of candlepower search- 
lights, the natives would, ac- 
cording to native technical ad- 
visers, have gladly paid their 
fee and more simply to view the 
wonderland Hollywood techni- 
cians had wrought of their 
tiny town. But as atmosphere 
players they more than earned 
that fee, because they brought to 
their small roles an earnestness 
and _ believability seldom ap- 
proached by Hollywood’s atmos- 
phere players. 

They not only lived their 
parts, they’ll be living them for 
the next several generations, or 
until Jungapeo gets lights of 
its own. 


“Si, Si... Senor

Bruce Bennett, whose real 
name is Herman Brix, got still 
another tag when he alighted 
from the Pan American plane 
bearing him from Hollywood 
for location work in Mexico. 

Before clearing Mexico City

In Tampico in 1920, Dobbs (Humphrey Bogart), an American on the beach, meets Curtin 
(Tim Holt), who is also stranded. After a brief job on a construction project for which they do 
not get paid, the two end up in a cheap lodging house, and overhear Howard (Walter Huston), an 
old-time prospector, tell how there is gold in the hills.

They strike gold rich, and soon bitterness and suspicion sets in with Dobbs constantly bicker- 
ing with the other two partners. One day they are visited by a strange American named Cody 
(Bruce Bennett), who refuses to leave, instead asking to throw in his lot with them. Suddenly they 
are attacked by bandits under the leadership of Gold Hat (Alfonso Bedoya) and during the 
melee Cody is killed. 

Tension mounts and strained feelings grow. Soon the three decide to quit and start the long, 
tortuous journey back to the village. En route down the mountainside they are overtaken . by 
friendly Indians who tell of a stricken lad in their camp. Howard accompanies them and pulls the 
boy through, winning the confidence of the entire tribe. Dobbs, still the troublemaker, starts an 
argument with Curtin, and there is gunplay in which the latter is wounded and left behind. Dobbs 
continues alone with all the treasure now, but his trouble multiply. Finally Gold Hat catches up 
and ambushes him. The bandit rips open the money-bags and unknowingly scatters the valuable 
gold dust to the four winds. 

Curtin revives and manages to reach Howard, where they overhear the whole gruesome story, 
including details of Gold Hat’s final capture by the authorities. Howard tells Curtin to laugh 

. that all life is a joke, especially where gold is concerned.
